Continuation Sheet: The applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The applicant argues that neither 
Vazquez nor Perlman teaches manuals whose portions may be displayed. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Vazques teaches 
displaying assembly directions and illustrations in order; in other words, the manual is made up of all the directions and illustrations and 
portions of the manual (directions and illustrations) are displayed in order; the user can select to interrupt the displayed instruction to 
display a full-screen picture of the assembly components, thereby displaying only a portion, i.e. the picture portion, of the manual. The 
applicant's arguments have failed to put the application in condition for allowance and therefore, claims 1-20 are rejected according to 
the final office action dated 2/10/05. 
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
